to life imp risonment in the p eiiit^nti 
ary. 
Long was under sentence o 
death from the sup reme court am 
was to bi» ve been execiitod today. He 
shot and liilleJ a neighboring farmer 
as the result of a quarrel about p igs 
Both were former residents of J e n 
nessce, and a large number of resi 
dents of that state, as well as Pern 
iscot county, this state, asked 
for 
clemency for him. 
The attorneys for John King have 
filed ail ap jilieation for a resp ite with 
the governor, hut nothing has bee 
doiui in his case. 
Tom Clay, the other negro uh lrr 
seiitenc« ^ of death, has been granlc 
one resp ite, and

.Vlexandei 
Waller, before whom he was Iriei 
and convicted, lias written a letter 
to the governor asking that this sen­ 
tence be commuted to life imp riscui- 
meiit.
